Trusted Fellow Men 

He possessed, I daressy, the faults 
of these qualities. Hia own bcneti'o- 
Icnce made him sometimes impataent 
if the selfish and the self-seeking, end 
pcihaps too swift in his judgmetit of 
those who to his thinking only cared 
to gratify themselves. His trusCful- 
nesa was one of his most charming 
chare«t«ristJC6. Few men, I would 
say, have been more disappointed in 
semo of hia fcHow^mcn, and yet frem 
beginning to end he went on trusting 

Then, as already hinted, his aEn- 
cicrlty bad its embarrassing side. 
Utterly ainccio himslf, he could not 
bolicve that others were practising 
deception. Thus both he and the in- 
terest of The Army sometimes ap- 
peared to suffer unjustly end uh- 
neeessarily. As for his tremendous 
will power, 4here again an occasional 
clash -wns the result: but had not that 
vein of hardness, which had running 
parallel with it a vein of exquisite 
tcndcTnesa, been there, William BooEh 
could not havo iic»n\pliah«d what he 
did, 

Army Mother'a influence 
When speaking of my beloved 
Father in this Intimate way, it ia 
impasBtblc to leave out of account the 
influence upon him of my dear 
Molhcr, That infiuenco was extraor- 
dinorily uplifting and enccutaging, 
espwially during the «arly years of 
the Movement, whsn he was li^hle to 
depreaaion and to a sense of loncli" 
nosa, both of which wore off aa tha 
success of the Work became assured. 
Catherine Booth, up to the very 
hour of her death in 1890, continually 
fed his enthuBlsBm -with freah fnol and 
pointed him lo the gleaming distance.

In my boyhood I 
have knnnm her to be exceedingly 
haraased by the cares of the houaeliold 
end the children, end tried no doubt by 
straitened circumstances snd her own 
bodily weakness. And I have seen my 
Father come into the hoUQc, put his 
hat down in the hall, and, entering 
tile room, find out the real position of 
things in a moment. Then taking her 
band he would s^y, 'Kate, let me pray 
with youl' And he would turn tis 
clirldren out while they kndt down 
together. A Httlo whi-lc aftar it t^s 
evident to all that tbe storm bad 
blown over and tbe skiea wore blue 
again. 

Never a Platform Pose . 

I touch with reverence the subject 
of my dear Father's religion, How 
indeed could I deal with It In s pann- 
ing leferencv of thia nature? This, 
however, I will say: his religion was 
never a platform pose. The Solvation 
which ha commended to his fellows 
with such dircetn(»3 end sincerity 
was the Salratlon which he himself 
accepted with nil his heart, and wliich 
colovited everything in his life. 

It was the vital force of hb most 
bottling yesra, nnd it ausbaincd him 
especially In -the lotcr period when ho 
was sorrow-striclten and, yes — really 
heart-broken by tho loss of thoBe he 
loved. In all the innunicrable and 
trying affaira of his crowded life the 
vision of a -present Saviour was evc'r 
with hEm, and he hud a sense of res- 
ponsibiKty to God for every moment 
ef hla time. Ho was totally innopcnt 
of mere 'gush', j-et bis enilhuAiasm 
for bringing souls to hla Saviour knew 
neither bouads nor abatement.

Place in 
kettle with su^ar and place over alow 
fire till enough juice fa drawn out to 
prevent bumiiig. Add atrnlned lemon 
juice and allow It to afnun<fr sently, 
skimming frequently, until a little 
dropped on a cold ulnte will jell. (And 
thia_ jelly realty jells I) Pour into hot 
sterile j'ars. Cover with paraffin nnd 
fitore in n cool dry place.
